Since 1942 the buyer has been paying the| 
milk-man or the grocer two cents per quart 
less than the established price. The federal | 
treasury paid the dealer the other two cents 
as a subsidy—-and of course collected the | 
money from consumers’ and_ producers! 
through income and other taxation. 

After June 1st the treasury will pay no 
subsidy—and collect no subsidy money. The 
consumer will have to pay extra only the 
fraction of the two cents which the produc- 
er has been paying through taxes, though 
he will pay the whole price directly. The 
dealer will get no more than he has been 
getting. | 

Where there are children in the home 
the consumer will be less out of pocket for 
the same amount of milk than he was in 
1942. He is entitled to receive from the Do-} 
minion treasury every month Family Allow- 
ances in proportion to the number and age 
of his children, There were no such allow- 
ances in 1942, 

These allowances are ear-marked to help 
the family man buy food and other neces- 
sities for his children. Whether he has one 
child or more than one, the allowances will 
more than meet the extra two cents per 
quart which he will have to pay directly for 
milk—and he will pay no part of the price 
indirectly, as in the past. 

Nor it to be overlooked that childless 
people, the milk-producer, and the dealer 
will help to provide the tax-money out of 
which the Family Allowances are paid.
